This looks like real magic! You have a candle on a table. 
Showing your hands empty, you pick up a box of matches 
and proceed to light the candle with a match. 

That done you tell the audience that heat has strange 
properties that floating around in the air are molecules of 
silver worn off coins by friction. Every time a coin is touched, 
you say, some silver is worn off the coin. : 

It is the property of the heat of the candle flame that it 
solidifies the free silver in the air! 

Having said all this nonsense you then go ahead and prove 
it’s true! You reach in the air around the flame of the 
candle and produce coins from the air! 

This requires a little practice, to be sure, so rehearse a 
few times before you do it in public. You remember we 
said earlier that you showed your hands empty as you picked 
up the match box?

Hard to figure out, easy to do, baffling in execution is this 
nifty little puzzler.
